To eliminate workplace injuries and fatalities, we must understand when, why and how they happen. 
Having these specific analytics on hand will allow businesses in hazardous industries to target problem 
areas and initiate solutions that will lower the number of workplace accidents. 


The Public Administration sector is comprised of federal, state and local government agencies that 
administer, oversee and manage public programs and have executive, legislative or judicial authority over 
other institutions within a given area. These agencies also set policy, create laws, adjudicate civil and 
criminal legal cases, and provide for public safety and for national defense.
